Siamese Judging 


I have become very much discour- 
aged over the judging of Siamese Cats 
in shows this year. I think we deserve 
a better system of judging. In the last 
three shows I attended, the Best Cat 
and those receiving Winners in the 
Specialty Show didn’t come in, in the 
All-Breed Show. 


People say, “You must know your 
judges.” Why should I know my 
judges? Isn’t there a standard to 


judge by? 

I believe these judges are honest, 
but they are given too much leeway. 
They judge according to their likes 
and dislikes. True, they figure up their 
points on paper but what standard do 
they use? Each judge must have her 
own. 

If a judge doesn’t like a dark coat 
regardless of the condition of that 
coat, the cat is “out”. It may be almost 
perfect in all other ways. A light coat- 
ed cat wins even though it is much 
inferior to the dark one. 





even mentioned by the Specialty judge 
the day before. 

I have drawn up a chart that I wish 
would be considered. Each judge 
would be supplied with a blackboard 
similar to this chart with the cats’ 
numbers across the top. The standard 
in points would be written down the 
length of the board. Body shape comes 
first. Pick out the best body shape 
and judge the remainders accordingly; 
head shape next, and son on down the 
board. The cat with the most points 
is the winner. Two judges probaby 
would not pick the same cat as the 
best, but there certainly would not be 
a discrepancy in the judging.

The point scale judges are supposed 
to follow indicates that color counts 
15 points. There is bound to be a dif- 
ference in judging as to how much of 
the 15 points is taken off for a dark 
coat. But they can’t throw the cat out! 
It may have a better head shape 
which counts 15 points. One cat may 
have beautiful eye color (10 points), 
but the second one may balance that 
with better eye shape (10 points). 

At one show I attended, the judge 
preferred light bodies and very blue 
eyes. The cat, given Winners in a cer- 
tain large class had a light body and 
clear blue eyes but its body was short 
and high. It had a short round head 
and light hair in its mask. It wasn’t

Needless to say many were disap- 
pointed over the “frameup”, and it is 
belived that the story has created a 
great amount of harm for the future. 
City editors, like elephants, do not 
forget. Those City Editors who fell for 
the yarn will be rather adamant next 
year when it is time to use a little 
space about announcing a cat show 
even if an unusual and true news item 
about a cat finds its way to the Desk. 


If The President of the United 
States had been presented with a Cat,

The repercussions in favor of The Cat 
would have reached a new high, you 
can be sure.

mark, November 20-22. The Olympiade 
attracted exhibitors from Norway, 
Sweden, Holland, Switzerland and 
Italy as well as Denmark. 

Pierrot who was born July 29, 1941, 
gained the attention of cat enthusiasts 
in 1947 at the first Olympiade where 
he annexed an international champion- 
ship title for the first time. The event 
was held in November. To. prove that 
he is really tops, he competed the 
following month at The Hague and 
earned additional honors 

Last July at San Pellegrino, Pierrot 
was adjudged Best in Show, the first 
to be held in Italy since before the 
war. He followed up this victory by 
his appearance recently in Copen- 
hagen. 

Pierrot has to date, annexed seven 
champion and beauty certificates and 
now boasts two more than his lIlus- 
trous mother, International Champion 
Matuta des Rouches, a Black dwarf 
female. Matuta an outstanding Euro- 
pean show cat in her own right as 
well as a producer of unusually fine 
kits, has in her pedigree some out- 
standing English ancestors including 
Llantarnam Boy Bubbles, Ch. Hilling- 
don Jackdaw, Hillingdon Black Pansy, 
Daphine of Downside and Dinah of 
Downside. 

Matuta also produced Peggy du 
Bosquet, a black female, who has 
annexed six champion certificates to 
date, with wins at Berne in 1945; 
Zurich in 1946 and 1948; Copenhagen 
in 1947; The Hague in 1947; and San 
Pellegrino last summer. She was born 
March 10, 1941 and was sired by In- 
ternational Champion Pit Von Oberr- 
hein, whose pedigree shows Ch. Hill- 
ingdon Black Jester, Champion Mis- 
chief of Bredon, and other outstanding 
English stock. 

The sire of Pierrot is Nicolas du 
Bosquet, a son of Kilt de Lydie and 
grandson of the International Cham- 
pion, Autocrat of the Court. 
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HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 1—SIAMESE SECTION (1890 TO 1910)

No record has been found in early 
cat books or periodicals of the name 
of the owner of the first Siamese Cat 
in America, nor the name of the Cat, 
nor the date of the year in which the 
breed arrived on these shores. Several 
writers made mention of specific cats 
and their owners whom they them- 
selves believe were the original Sia- 
mese and Siamese Cat owners in 
America. However, from this writer’s 
own research through many manvu- 
scripts, books, and very earliest cat 
magazines published even before the 
turn of the century, there is not a 
single passage that definitely stamps 
any one person in America as the 
first Siamese Cat owner, or any one 
Siamese Cat as being the first to ar- 
rive here. 

There have been many writers who 
have given the name of the individual 
whom they believed to be the first 
Siamese Cat owner, however their 
statements have proven to be incor- 
rect. To prove this point, an article 
appeared in the July 1909 issue of 
The Cat Review, titled “The Siamese 
Cat”, and written by Harold Basset. 
In this feature, Mr. Basset is quite 
emphatic in his statement that Mme. 
Blanche Arral of Grantwood, N. J. was 
the first person to bring a Siamese 
Cat to America. Mme. Arral herself, 
writing in a 1911 issue of The Cat 
Journal states that the first Siamese 
she ever saw was in Siam while on 
concert tour there in 1902. Volume I 
of the’ Beresford Cat Club Stud Book 
and Register, published in 1900 con- 
tains the listings of two American- 
owned Siamese Cats. 

The most recent statement publish- 
ed concerning the first Siamese Cat 
owner in America, appears in the 
April 20, 1946 issue of Collier’s. This 
is in the article, “The Warrior Cats,” 
by Nina Wilcox Putman, who dis- 
cusses the attributes of her Siamese 
Cats. She reveals that Commander 
Hovey-King, an American naval of- 
ficer, imported a pair of the Cats to 
America on a battleship. 

We do not dispute the statement 
made by Mrs. Putman in her excellent 
article, however she fails to furnish 
the date in the writing. Aside from 
this the name of the Naval Command- 
er does not appear in any cat books 
or periodicals that this writer has 
carefully scanned in search of the 
answer to this question. 

We cannot go beyond the first stud 
books of the Beresford Club to offer 
enlightment on the subject, but after 
reading countless passages about the 
Siamese Cat we are of the opinion 
that the first one arrived in America 
about 1890—dquite possibly at the 
same time England received its first 
Siamese, or even before. 

Since most of the Siamese Cat list- 
ings in the complete set of four vol- 


umes of the Beresford register are 
incomplete, it could be that one of 
these registered animals is the first 
Siamese to be brought to America, 
and that Commander Hovey-King was 
the original owner of one or both of 
them. 

The futility of determining who was 
the first American owner of the first 
Siamese Cat here is really not import- 
ant after all, and because of the in- 
complete records that are available, 
to work up an argument over the 
question, is simply a waste of time 
and effort. If the reader accepts the 
statement by Mrs. Putman, there is 
no counteracting statement to prove 
it incorrect. 

The findings in the first volumes of 
the Beresford books are no means a 
proof that Nina Wilcox Putman is 
wrong. The Beresford records only 
show that Siamese Cats were owned 
in America prior to July 1900, date of 
issue of Volume I, which contained 
the listings of those two Siamese Cats. 

Six of the nine Beresford book list- 
ings show the Cat to be imported; two 
definitely born in the United States; 
and one where the country of the 
breeder is not indicated. Either of the 
two listed as born in the United 
States could be the first American- 
bred Siamese. 

In Volume I, the pair registered are 
Lockhaven Siam, a male; and Lock- 
haven Sally Ward, a female. These 
Cats were owned at the time of regis- 
try by Mrs. Clinton Locke of Chicago. 
Siam was originally purchased by Mrs. 
Robert Locke in France and was a 
“direct importation from Siam”. Lock- 
haven Sally Ward was purchased from 
a Mrs. Spencer of Sandusky, Ohio. It 
is not indicated if this Cat was im- 
ported by Mrs. Spencer, nor if Mrs. 
Spencer was the breeder. The dates 
and pedigree of these cats are listed 
as “unknown.” 

Can we give Mrs. Spencer the credit 
of having the first Siamese Cat in 
America? Did she originally receive 
this Cat from Commander Hovey- 
King? Is Sally Ward an American- 
bred Siamese Cat, an offspring from 
the original pair that arrived on the 
battleship? 

Two Siamese are recorded in Vol- 
ume Il of the Beresford book showing 


listings up to and including July 1901. 
The Cats, both imports, were born in 
1897 and were originally owned by 
Mrs. Locke, who purchased them di- 
rect from Lady Marcus Beresford of 
England. Prior to registry they were 
sold to Mrs. W. S. Hofstra of Hemp- 
stead, N. Y., Names of these Siamese 
were Netherland Tilu, a male; and 
Netherlands Ma, a female. They are 
listed as “Chocolate Siamese.”

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Volume III reveals what appears to 
be the first American-bred Siamese, a 
neuter named Chone, bred by Mrs. A. 
H. Hoag of San Francisco. The mother 
of Chone was Rowdy, imported by 
Postmaster General Hastings. Rowdy’s 
registration appears in this volume 
and shows that her birthdate was 
July 1, 1894. Chone’s sire was Siam, 
presumably the Locke cat, whose reg- 
istry appears in the first volume of 
Beresford. 

Could Postmaster General Hastings 
be credited with being the first Sia- 
mese owner in America? Could Hast- 
ings have received Rowdy from Com- 
mander Hovey-King? Was Siam not 
the original Locke cat but instead, the 
male of the pair introduced by the 
American Naval Commander? 

Volume III also shows the listings 
of two other Siamese. First of these 
are Angora Sikh, born August 14, 1899, 
owned by Mrs. Hoag, and bred by Mrs. 
Christian Reiss. There is no indica- 
tion that the Cat was imported since 
Mrs. Reiss’ address is not indicated. 
This Cat was sired by Sikh ex Chi- 
meta by Chimmie Fadden ex The 
Dutchess. Angora Sikh could be Ameri- 
can-bred. 

Were Sikh, Chimeta, Chimmie Fad- 
den and The Dutchess imports? Had 
two of these Cats accompanied Com- 
mander Hovey-King to America on a 
battleship? 

Another Siamese in the Volume III 
of the Beresford stud book is Madison 
Calif, a male, bred by Mrs Hoag from 
Rowdy. Dates are lacking as is the 
name of the Sire. Could this Cat be 
the first American-bred in place of 
Chone? 

A single entry appears in Volume 
IV, this being Angora Kiobe, a female 
bred in Japan and imported by Mrs. 
Hoag. Date of birth is given as July 
9, 1902 with no additional information 
as to pedigree except the name of the 
breeder, a Mr. Tilden. 


Thus we come to the conclusion 
that to positively identify the person 
owning the first Siamese Cat in 
America and the name of that first 
Siamese, is well neigh impossible, un- 
less of course some one steps forward 
with the charts to shoot the foregoing 
full of holes. 


And now for additional data of this 
early period as we move up the years 
in the Twentieth Century, pegging 
some of these early Siamese previous- 
ly mentioned. Several did compete in 
exhibitions and proved to be fine show 
winners. Whether they were unusual 
fine cats and ones that could compete 
with the standards set today are proble- 
matical. Pictures of several of them 
either do not do the cat justice or else 
they really were poor specimens. 

Nevertheless they were Siamese and 
won their share of spoils in the ex- 
hibitions either because they were 
imported Siamese Cats or because 
they were a much better cat than any 
of the domestic shorthairs which com- 
peted in the same classes in those 
early events. 

Madison Calif and Sally Ward stood 
out above the others on the show 


bench, after they were acquired by 
Miss Lucy C. Johnstone, the Beresford 
Stud Register recorder. Calif was the 
first Siamese in America to earn a 
championship and Sally Ward follow- 


ed soon after. Both died in October 
1905, giving rise to the belief that 
they may have been cut down by 


gastro-enteritis. 

Lockhaven Siam passed from origin- 
al ownership by Mrs. Clinton Locke to 
Mrs. W. E. Colburn of Chicago and 
was the first Siamese to win a Best 
Cat award. This remarkable feat was 
accomplished in Detroit at the Michi- 
gan Cat Club event held on January 
7-8-9, 1907. Judge of the event was Mrs. 
Oliver L. Dosch of Elizabeth, N. J. 

The following year, February 4-5-6, 
1908, the second Siamese to win Best 
Cat in an All Breed show was Lock- 
haven Elsa, a female, at the Beresford 
Cat Club exhibition staged in Chicago. 
Mr. Louis Wain of London, the emin- 
ent English illustrator and authority, 
was the judge. Lockhaven Elsa was

GCCF Secretary Dies 
After Lung Surgery 


F. H. Thompson, secretary of the 
Governing Council of the Cat Fancy 
(GCCF), England, died suddenly on 
November 6, following an operation 
for the removal of an absess from the 
lung. He is survived by his widow. 

Mr. W. A. Hazeldine, 1 Roundway 
Way, Banstead, Surrey, England, has 
been appointed to fill the vacancy. 
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American-bred and was purchased by 
her owner, Mrs. Clinton Locke from 
the breeder, Mrs. Louis Swift of Lake 
Forest, Ill. 

The Best Cat awards given two 
years in succession really placed the 
Siamese Cat in a new light as far as 
breeder-exhibitor interest was  con- 
cerned. If the first selection at Detroit 
was a “fluke”, as many exhibitors 
termed it, then the decision the fol- 
lowing year by Wain discounted this 
assertion, because the judge was in- 
ternationally known as one of the out- 
standing cat authorities in the world 
at that time. 

In the East, the pioneer of Siamese 
was Mrs. W. S. Hofstra, later to be- 
come president of the Cat Fanciers 
Association. As previously pointed out, 
the Hempstead, N. Y. exhibitor pur- 
chased her Chocolate Siamese from 
Mrs. Locke, these being Tilu and Ma. 
Both ruled the East. in show competi- 
tion and enjoyed long reigns, joined 
later by a number called Siam H, who 
compiled an excellent show record but 
whose pedigree so far has failed to 
turn-up in research. 

Tilu and Ma are the ancesters of 
many of the early American-bred Sia- 
mese in the East and those who can 
trace back the ancestry in their Sia- 
mese may finally arrive at this orig- 
inal pair of imports. 

Many of the first Siamese, Ameri- 
can-bred are from the famed Angora 
Cattery of Mrs. A. H. Hoag of San 
Francisco. In 1903 Mrs. Hoag sold 
Chemita, a queen to a Mrs. Mande- 
ville of Boston to launch the interest 
in New England. 

Another early exhibitor of Siamese 
was Miss Jane Cathcart of Oradel, N. 
J., who imported many of her cats 
from England and France including 
her Champion Siam de Paris 

Mrs. H. G. Dykhouse of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., likewise aided in the 
development of the breed and shipped 
Siamese to every section of the coun- 
try. Two of her outstanding specimens 
were Romeo Siam, a male, and Ch. 
Romeo Ananda, a female. 

Naturally, the Best Cat awards at 
Detroit and Chicago did much to stim- 
ulate interest in the Siamese Cats of 
that day. However, American breeder- 
exhibitors had their trouble with the 
breed. The animals were delicate and 
produced only one or two kits in a 
litter, unlike the healthy specimens 
that appear today. Consequently, the 
popularity of Siamese was handicap- 
ped by lack of stock and many loses 
through gastro-enteritis. Efforts were 
made by the editors of cat journals of 
the day to obtain additional informa- 
tion in the breeding, raising and care 
of Siamese from England, where con- 
siderable success had been achieved 
from the time that Siamese were first 
introduced there. 

The quest for the secret of strong 
and healthy Siamese plus the success 
of the few that had been shown result- 
ing in Best Cat awards, successful 
culminated with the founding of the 
Siamese Cat Society of America in 
April 1909.

Do you know of a cat who com- 
manded Page One copy and pictures 
when it had a birthday and when it 
died had the news splashed across the 
first page of the newspapers? If you 
do, then you read the Boston news- 
papers. 

Double Champion DjerKits Chinka- 
ling of Newton (Imported) spent his 
declining years in Newton, a suburb 
of Boston. He was a great cat and by 
reason of the fact that he commanded 
the respect of the entire American 
Cat Fancy, the Bostonians, and above 
all, the daily press, Chinkaling, the 
Seal Point Siamese male cat owned 
by Mrs. Virginia Cobb of Newton, 
Massachusetts is selected as The First 
Cat in our Series of Great Cats of 
America. 

We have before us the Page One 
clippings of The Boston Traveler, 
dated Thursday, August 7, 1941 in 
which a two-column heading and set 
of pictures mark the 15th birthday of 
Chinky. It is a great story by-lined by 
Jack Broudy, who relates in detail 
about’ this great Siamese. 

We have before us Page One clip- 
pings of The Boston Traveler, dated 
Monday, August 10, 1942 with an 
equally important story about Chinky 
and the news of his 16th birthday, this 


time written by an anonymous report- 
er. Mr. Broudy had gone to war, and 
could not be on hand for the big birth- 
day party. 

We have before us Page One clip- 
pings of The Boston Traveler, dated 
Friday, September 25, 1942, with pic- 
tures as usual and by-lined by Virginia 
Bohlin. This story is Chinky’s obit. 
“Champion Newton Show Cat Is Dead; 
Leaves Trophies to Commando Drive” 
is the three column heading. One pic- 
ture is that of Chinkaling; the other 
that of eight youngsters assembling 
the trophies this great cat had won 
in the show ring, to be used for a 
war-scrap drive. The picture is the 
final adieu to a great cat, an out- 
standing show record and a lovable 
pet. 

Double Champion DjerKits Chinka- 
ling of Newton, Imported, was born 
August 4, 1926 in London, England and 
was bred by Miss Glynn, out of Lotus 
of Colston and Bridgford Kim. She 
came to America when one year old 
with Mrs. William Hard. Due to Mrs. 
Hard’s many lecture engagements and 
absences from her home, Chinky be- 
came the property of the late Miss 
Emma Payne of Falls Church,’ Vir- 
ginia and Rosedere Cattery fame.

UNTIL MATILDA WALKED IN ON THE ACT 


It was Spring. 

Charlie Trussell, the new radio an- 
nouncer at Station WTSB, Lumberton, 
North Carolina, was in great spirits as 
he walked down the street in the di- 
rection of the studio. 

The street was nearly deserted be- 
cause it was the supper hour in this 
pretty little Carolina town. Charlie 
had arrived only a week before, and 
he had fallen in love with the place. 
Everthing was breaking well for him 
since he was mustered out of the serv- 
ice. Now he had his Big Chance with 
radio. And he was walking in the di- 
rection of the Studio to begin the Big 
Chance this particular night. For a 
week he had been preparing for the 
event, working hard and organizing 
his Show. He took time out only to 
feed Matilda, the Studio Cat each eve- 
ning, and to give her a playful tickle 
on the scruff of her neck. 

But the Big Chance in Charlie’s life 
at the moment was his show, “The 
Night Court of Fun” which would 
make its debut on the air this night 
at 10 o’clock with Charlie cast as ‘The 
Ol’ Jedge’. 

It was one of those programs where 
Charlie was to play recordings, joke 
about the weather, play some more 
records, give his quips about the news 
of the day; mention the names of a 
few people around the area; and of

Charlie arrived at the Studio and 
settled down to put the finishing 
touches on his Big Chance radio show. 
He scanned the newspaper and made 
careful check of the major league 
baseball game scores. Mustn’t forget 
about the big baseball game next Sun- 
day between the Lumberton A.C. and 
the Jennings Lumber Company nine 
at Phipps Field, he told himself. 

Finally, the watch on his wrist 
told him it was just about time to go 
on the air. Time really flies when you 
are polishing a radio program. Armed 
with newspapers, clippings, booklets 
and magazines, and of course the very 
important commercial announcements, 
Charlie Trussell quietly entered the 
studio for the Big Broadcast. A red 
light flashed, and Charlie knew the 
time had arrived! Frank, the other 
announcer who was to_ introduce 
Charlie and “The Night Court of Fun” 
sided up to the mike and gave Charlie 
a reassuring wink and smile. 

First came a fanfare of music—a 
march of some kind that you have 
often heard, and Frank made the in- 
troduction to the unseen radio audi- 
ence of Charlie as ‘The Ol’ Jedge’, 
operator of “The Nite Court of Fun”.

There was a pause as Charlie step- 
ped forward to the mike to speak and 
then—IN WALKED MATILDA! 

Before Charlie could acknowledge 
the introduction, the studio was filled 
with a squeaky “Meow!” 

That “Meow” did the trick! It made 
the show. Charlie knew it as he spoke. 
From then on it was Charlie and MA- 
TILDA, The Cat. 

The two formed an inseparable ra- 
dio team that has continued to fune- 
tion ever since. 

Charlie carried on a brief conversa- 
tion that inaugural evening with Ma- 
tilda during the show to the delight 
of the unseen audience. “Matilda,” he 
said, “Will you please bring me the 
weather forecast for tonight?” 

Matilda replied with a “Meow”, 
which Charlie translated from the fe- 
linese for the benefit of his listeners 
to mean “Yes, I’ll get it for you in a 
jiffy!” 

The next day, postal cards, letters 
and telephone calls arrived at WTSB 
for Charlie and Matilda. Naturally the 
program was a huge success. What the 
listeners did not know was _ that 
Charlie had been feeding Matilda 
every evening since his arrival in 
Lumberton, and in the excitement of 
this first night of the Big Chance, 
Charlie had completely forgotten the 
chore. Matilda had walked into the 
studio looking for Charlie and her din- 
ner. Her complaint at the start of 
“The Nite Court of Fun” was that 
squeaky “meow.” 

Charlie and Matilda starred on “The 
Nite Court of Fun” for many months 
to become an ountstanding favorite 
of the Carolina listeners. Naturally, 
they worked up great interest in the 
understanding of cats and kittens, in 
the area covered by the program. 

A year ago, Charlie was offered a 
disc jockey position with Station 
WNOW, York, Pennsylvania. The 
prospect was indeed a flattering one. 
However no plans were made by the 
station officials for the inclusion of 
Matilda in the “act”. Charlie insisted 
that his partner must share the pro- 
gram. The management agreed. 

Since arriving in Pennsylvania, Ma- 
tilda has been making just as many 
friends as Charlie. The listeners are 
deeply interested in Matilda. Occa- 
sionally she goes off on trips, and of 
course Charlie must inform his audi- 
ence of her whereabouts on every 
broadcast. 

The fan mail is always larger when 
Matilda is in town, Charlie says. 

Sometimes Matilda is gone longer 
than is good for the program. To han- 
dle this emergency, he has a record- 
ing of Matilda’s meows. These meows 
are necessary when Charlie and Ma- 
tilda are plugging for the March of 
Dimes, along with pleas for sick child-

ren besides the daily birthday and 
the happy wedding anniversary greet- 
ings from time to time. 

During the past year, Matilda twice 
disappeared for a week making im- 
aginary trips to Atlantic City and 
Miami Beach. People wrote or called 
to find out when she would be back. 
Some of the children were worried, 
according to the mail received, and a 
lot of the older people, too. 

Charlie’s and Matilda’s program at 
WNOW York, Pennsylvania is called 
“Top of the Morning.” One of the 
features is a _ particular recording 
known as “Matilda’s Choice of the 
Week.” Listeners have called at rec- 
ord shops and have simply asked for 
“A copy of Matilda’s Choice.” Thus 
the sales people in the music stores 
are eager listeners to Charlie and Ma- 
tilda. 

Charlie and Matilda reply to all 
mail received with a signed picture. 
Readers of CATS may obtain one of 
these simply by writing to Matilda, 
The Studio Cat, Radio Station WNOW, 
York, Pennsylvania. An autographed 
picture of Charlie and Matilda, prop- 
erly signed, will be sent in acknowl- 
edgement. 

Charlie Trussell is an enterprising 
young man who has done much for 
the interest of The Cat as you can 
well understand. He was born in 
Pittsburgh, Pa., 33 years ago and of 
course was right in their pitching in 
uniform during the recent World War. 
He and his wife Norma (and Matilda) 
have a lovely daughter, Patty Ann, 
age 7.

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intense dislike for them, her owner 
thought it best that a change of 
homes be made. As a result Chinky 
received a new owner, this being Mrs. 
Louise M. Metcalf. With this transfer 
her name became DjerKits Chinka- 
ling. While living there she was bred 
with Champion Pogo of Paris, and 
once again had a family of six. 

in 1930, Chinky came to live at 
Newton. She was a Christmas present 
for Mr. Cobb, and she remained there 
until her death. She was the first Sia- 
mese of the very famous strain of 
Newton Siamese. During the next few 
years she was very busy with her 
families, and as a result only attend- 
ed the nearby exhibitions, which were 
under CFF sanction. Thus she finish- 
ed her CFF championship at the age 
of 5 years. 

When Chinky was 7, the Sixth Sia- 
mese Specialty Show was staged by 
the Siamese Cat Society in New York. 
This was a 4 point event, which meant 
large competition. Chinky’s son, Ch. 
E-Took-A-Shoo of Newton was the 
Best Cat; Chinky was Best Opposite 
and another son, Ch. Sy Mingo was 


third Best Cat. A real family affair! 
The victory gave her 4 CFA points, 
but it was another three years before 
she attended sufficient shows to ob- 
tain the other six points to give her a 
CFA championship at 10 years of age. 
Siamese breeder—exhibitors should 
appreciate this since most such cats 
have been retired long before they 
reach the age of 10. 

Chinkaling, now Double Champion 
Chinkaling, compiled an envious show 
record, with wins made under nine 
judges. She was Best Cat twice in 
Siamese Specialty shows; Best Op- 
posite three times in Siamese Special- 
ty shows; Best Siamese in 10 All 
Breed shows each time being Best 
Short Hair; and was Best Champion 
in Show at Boston in 1939, under the 
late Mrs. Gertrude E. Taylor, an out- 
standing authority on Siamese. Chinky 
was 13 years of age at this Boston 
event. 

At the age of 14, Miss Dorothy Hunt 
awarded Chinky a Special for being 
the “Cat in Best Condition,” another 
remarkable feat. 

Chinkaling was best known for her 
light body color, a very rich and lux- 
urious light fawn with enough red in 
it to make it warm. Her full deep 


brown points made a contrast that was 
truly beautiful. Strangely enough her 
body color seemed to grow lighter 
with age; and it was always even. 
Today, her type would not be con- 
sidered correct because she was in- 
clined to be a bit too heavy. Her eyes 
were of medium blue and very good 
shape. 

According to Mrs. Cobb, her owner, 
Chinky had great intelligence, a won- 
derful personality, and would ‘“moth- 
er” anything. 

During her life, Chinky had 94 kit- 


tens, the largest litter being nine. 
Many of her sons, daughters and 


grand children have made their Cham- 
pionship. To name a few, there are 
Ch. Newton’s Salome; Ch. Newton’s 
E-Took-A-Shoo; Ch. Newton’s Sy Min- 
go; Ch. Newton’s E-Vah-Loo (Sweetie); 
Ch. E-Ging Wah; Ch. Newton’s Nat- 
china; Ch. Newton’s Chinkaling Too; 
and Ch. Newton’s Shela. Among the 
grand children are Ch. Sha La Shan; 
Ch. Newton’s Amsi; Ch. Newton’s 
Anina; Ch. Newton’s Tau Ching Wah; 
Ch. Newton’s Yan Tana; Ch. Chind- 
win’s Lantana and Ch. Yana’s V.K. 
Wellington-Pooh.

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must show the name of Chinkaling in 
their pedigree since Ch. Sy Mingo sir- 
ed over 800 kittens. 

Many were the interesting events 
during the life of Chinky. The famous 
illustrated article titled, “The Panther 
of the Harth,” published in the No- 
vember 1938 issue of The National 
Geographic Magazine, shows Chinky 
with her son, Ch. Sy Mingo and a lit- 
ter of kittens only 8 days old. The 
photo is in color. 

When Chinky was 12 years of age 
and thereafter, she had her annual 
birthday party at Newton with her 
special guests. Presents arrived from 
all over the United States including 
corsages of catnip. Each year she re- 
ceived a box of dried shrimp from 
New Orleans, the gift of Miss Winnie 
Porter. Once Chinky was the recipient 
of a singing telegram at her birthday 
party. You can imagine the embarrass- 
ment of the messenger singing to a 
cat! 

Thus it 


was, because of these un- 


usual birthday parties, that the Boston 
newspapers devoted Page One space 
to the occasion, sending out their 
crack reporter to cover this feline af- 
fair. 

At the August 4, 1942 birthday, the 
party was somewhat curtailed because 
of the war. One of the newspapers, 
covering the event nevertheless, head- 
lined the story with “No Party for 
Chinky, It’s the War—No Catnip, No 
Gas, No Rubber—No Fun.” 

When Chinkaling passed on, she 
did so in her sleep. As noted at the 
beginning of this article, her trophies 
and cups were presented to the New- 
ton Junior Commandos, a group of 
children in the neighborhood who col- 
lected scrap metal for the war effort. 
The October 5 issue of Time Maga- 
zine made mention of her death. 

The Boston Cat Club voted to hold 
a Siamese Specialty Show in January 
1943, to be known as the “Champion 
DjerKits Chinkaling Memorial Show.” 
Her many friends donated sufficient 
money to finance this exhibition com- 
pletely. Mrs. Pauline Kelsey, who 
judged the first show that Chinky 





entered, gave her services as Judge. 
Chinkaling is buried in the Cobb 
rose garden at Newton with a simply 
granite marker inscribed, “Chinky.” 
Mrs. Louise M. Metcalf wrote the 
following upon learning of the death 
of the beloved Chinky: 


To Chinkaling 
The quiet purr, the gentle pat 
Are known no more at home. 
Are you asleep, serene—a cat 
In an eternal cat-acomb? 
Ah no! you must, as was your way 
Be watching, with maternal eye, 
The little kitten-ghosts at play 
In some celesial cattery. 
(Louise M. Metcalf, Sept. 23, 1942) 
Did any cat ever have a more inter- 
esting, colorful and eventful life? 


Seven cats were among the surviv- 
ors taken off the cargo vessel Alcyone 
Fortune that went aground recently 
off the coast of Scotland. The cats 
were pets and were tenderly carried 


down the ship’s ladder into the life
